Limitations of Italy's Calamity. 


The magnitude o£ tl;c Italian, calamity has grown, to. enormous, 


proportions. 
Later reports, from the scene, of disaster have, how- 


ever, shorn it of some of its horrifying features a,nd confined the field 
of mortality, ruin and devastation to its original, limitations. 
The 


JLipari or AeQliaiv island group, lying north of Sicily, which was 
originally reported to have: been swallowed up by the Tyrrhenian 
sea, 
with all its inhabitants, is not included in the disaster. 
The 


earthquake was felt throughout the group' and some damage to 
buildings was done on ;ome of- the islands; 'but there were no 
fatalities to record iu that quarter. 
Moreover, -tUe- earlier reports 


that the- Whole- character oi the strait of Messina had been changed 
by the earthquake and that it had become dangerous to commerce 
have been disproved. Liter reports from the scene of seismic dis- 
turbance, represent that -iher.e is no evidence of any change having 
taken place in the physical condition of the waterway. 


Although, the mortality list in the afflicted area continues to 


grow, the fact that the area devastated is no greater than originally 
described has relieved the situation of some of its intensity, 'for 
which a sympathizing world is as grateful as are the Italian .people 
themselves. 


The fact that the Lipari islands are not included in the stricken 


area goes far to confirm ihe- assumption that the disaster was caused 
by other than volcanic agencies. With the news that the islands 
are safe, knowledge of 1h,e condition of the whole of the volcanic 
zone of Southern Italy snd the Tyrrhenian, sea is complete, as the 
volcano of Stromboli, located OH one of the group and usually the 
most active o.f the three volcanoes in the Ttali'an zone, is sluniber- 
ing at present like Vesuvius ami Aetna. 
In all probability, the 


theory that the disaster was attributable to sudden geological changes 
involving a big displacement of the stratification within the area 
affected is the correct one. But there were -some extraordinary 
atmospheric and superficial phenomena associated with the earth- 
quake which cannot be iccouuted for by the simple theory of dis- 
placement. Later on th'i devastated area will be made the field of 
scientific investigation as was done in the case of the San Fran- 
cisco earthquake to determine its causes. 
' 


Poor Street Repairing System. 


The present rai-ny weather is - cxp.osittg'the weak points in our 


fystem of repairing macadamized streets and the imperfections in the 
•jirfacing of 'our bituminized pavement. When a bitumtnized pave- 
"tnent is taitl it s«-rns to be as smooth as the top of a table; but when 
'the first rain corres along it is shown to be full of irregularities and 
•auqerlike deprefsions which prevent a perfect drainage, fill with 
water and "create a succession of liitsle mud puddles. Those shallow 
pools of water ic the surface of, the pavement may seem at first to 
'be quite harrntes v;' but, when the solvent power of water is consid- 
ered and these puddles are allowed to stand until they dry out by 
'evaporation, they take on a serious aspect.* Those puddles are the 
Initial points of decay. ' The chemical action of the water held in 
them rots the pavement, slowly, it is true, but with irresistible cer- 
tainty all the sarie. Thenceforth they constitute the weak spots in 
this class of pavement which the heavy traffic quickly searches out 
tnd wrecks. These puddles, moreover, prove conclusively that the 
.ittrfacing has beon done by the unaided sight of the workman, and 
•0t by thejiapplication of. a straight edge or any other mechanical 
"jflivlce to test th; perfection of the' work. It follows, as a natural 
result, that the more heavily traveled bituminized thoroughfares are 
constant objects of repair to save them from total luin. 


i • But it is tht; worthlessness of our. present system of building 


repairing macadamized streets that is most thoroughly exposed 


; the winter rans, particularly along the southern water front and 


main streets' leading therefrom over which the heavy traffic they 
called upon :o carry is distributed throughout the city. These 


ftreets are -in a -.vretched condition. Some of the street extensions 
which were raised to grade and macadamized within the past two 
yiars are today wrecks and ankle deep in mud. The complaint of 
Hkiperfect roadwork and inattention to road repair in that section is 
general among those who are required 'to use them. And the feeble 
cDbftS at repairing some of the wornout macadamized pavements 
fa that district during1 the summer by the street department and the 
little attention \\ hich the streets there are reciving are exposing the 
Inefficiency of/tie system durirt'g1 the pres.ent rainy weather. Muck 
IB bot a good substitpte for hard macadam. "That the street depart-
